On receipt of information regarding the presence of extre¬ 
mists in Mand area, Comnjandant of 29 Battalion, Border 
Security Force, detailed Sub-Inspector Goru Ram and Sube- 
dar I’irath Ram to take a petrol party to apprehend Ninjma 
Majbi a suspect associate of extremists, resident of village

Constable (Driver) George was also 
hit by a bullet on his right ear and he lost control over the 
jeep as the front left wheel was deflaoted and the diesel 
pump was also damaged by the bullets. Driver George 
controlled the jeep by applying brakes and turned the 
jeep towards right side allowing the jeep to skid to avoid 
injuries to other occupants. Subedar Tirath Ram, who was 
profusely bleeding started firing on the extremists and asked 
a constable to tie a towel on his wounded legs. He kept 
on firing on the extremists and also directed other members 
of the party to be judicious in using the ammunition so that 
it is not exhausted. Subedar Tirath Ram also passed on 
the information about the ambush by photo phone to Com¬ 
pany Headquarter at Sultanpur Lodhi and asked for rein¬ 
forcement.

Shri M. S. Chauhan alongwith Inspector Sharam Singh, 
and Head Constable Lai Din went towards the terrorists, 
who was firing from the right aide. They took the initiative 
at great risk to their lives and went near the terrorist. 
When they were 10-15 feet away from the terrorist, they 
were fired upon by the terrorist, who was presumed to 
be dead. Shri M. S. Chauhan, Shri Sharam Singh and 
Shri Lai Din simultaneously fired on the terrorist and shot 
him dead.

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means, 
in connection with his candidature for the exam)- 
nation, or 

(vii) ii'iing unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in any other manner in the examination 
hall, or 

(ix) harassing or doing bodily harm to the Staff employed 
by the Commission for the conduct of their exami¬ 
nations, or 

(i) violating any of the instructions issued to candidates 
alongwith their admission certificates permitting them 
to fake the examinatioo, or 


(xi) attempting to commit, or as the case may be abet¬ 
ting the Commission of all or any of the acta sped- 
fied in the foregoing clauses. 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable ;— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a speci- 
fled period 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them, and 

(ii) by the Central Government from ,rny employ¬ 
ment under them, and 

(c) Disciplinary action under appropriate rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for ad¬ 
mission to the examination. 


9. After ihc -‘.'.rmii'ijiion, the Commis.sion will recommend 
separately to each cadre autliorily concerned participating in 
the examination the names of candidates, who have attained 
the qualifying standard, which will be determined at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Comrais.slon. The names of the candidates who 
arc con.s.dercd by the Staff Selection Comnii.ssion to be suit¬ 
able for appointment on the results of the examination shall 
be arranged in a single li.st on the basis of their seniority in 
the parent Group D post. The employees holding posts in 
higher grade will rank senior to Ihose in the lower grade. 
The Cadre Authorities shall take steps to appoint them against 
vacancies decided to be filled in accordance with the rulea/ 
regulations framed by them in this regard. 

10. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his dutie-s as an officer of the ^rvice. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may 
bo prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to 
satisfy thete requirements, will not be appointed, only such 
candidates as arc likely to be considered for appointment will 
be medically examined. 

Note ;—In the case of the disabled ex-dcfence Service 
Per-sonnel a cerlificalc of litness granted by the Demobilisa¬ 
tion Medical Board of the Defence Services will be considered 
adequate for the purpose of an appointment. 

11. All appointments on the results of this examination 
shall be subject to the condition that unless a candidate has 
already passed one of the periodical typewiiting tests in 
English or Hindi held by the Secretarial Training School or 
the Institute of Sccietariat Training and Management or 
Subordinate Services Commission, or Staff Selection Commi¬ 
ssion, he shall pass such a test at minimum speed of 30 words 
in English or 25 words in Hindi per minute to be held by the 
authority designated by the Government for the purpose with¬ 
in a period of one year from the date of appointment, failing 
which no imnual incremcnt(s) shall bo allowed to him untfl 
he has passed the said test. 

If any candidate docs not pass the said typewriting test with¬ 
in the period of probation, ho is liable to bo reverted to hk 
substantive appointment or temporary post held by Mm 
before his appointment to Lower Division Grade. 

Note ; A candidate appodnted on the results of the exninl- 
nation who has already passed the typewriting test as por»- 
cribed above or who passes it within a period of 6 months 
from the date of his apponitment will be granted the first in¬ 
crement after 6 months instead of one year’s service. Thix 
win, however, be absorbed in the .subsequent regular incre¬ 
ment. 

12. A candidate who after applying for adniission to the 
examination or after appearing at it rdsigns his appointment 
as a Group D employee or otherwise quits the aumtoo or 
sevens his connection with it or whose sranfices are teninated 
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by this Department or who is appointed to an ex-oadre post 
or to another service on transfer and does not have a lien on 
a Group D post wiU not be eligible for appointment on the 
results of thils examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Group D employee who 
has bera appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the 
aimroval the competent authority,

3. The candidates are allowed the option to Answer Paper 
I or Paper HI or both either in Hindi, (in Devnagiri Scri^) 
or in English. Paper n must be answered in English by all 
candidates. 

Note 1 : The option for Paper HI wiU be lor the complete 
paper and not for different questions In it. 

Note 2 : Candidates desirous of exercising the option* to 
answer the aforesaid papers of the examination in Hindi (in 
Devanagiri Script) should indicate their intention to do so in 
their applications. Chherwise, it would be presumed that they 
would answer the paper in English. 


Note 3 ; The option once exercised will be final and no 
request for change of option wiU ordinarily be entertained. 

Note 4 : No credit will be given for answers written in a 
language other than the one opted by the cadidate. 

4. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. In 
no circumstances will they be allowed the help of a scribe to 
write down answers for them.
